Ground broken on 
Wefald Hall 

Students who previously 
parked in the east lot of Kramer 



Dining Center will no longer are 
able to, as construction is under- 
way for K-State's newest resi- 
dence hall. Named after former 
K-State president Jon Wefald, 
the new hall is expected to house 
approximately 540 students ac- 
cording to a June 18 press re- 
lease by K-State. The same press 



release estimated that the total 
project costs approximately $76 
million for the 129,000 square 
foot building. The project also 
includes a new dining hall and 
renovations to Goodnow and 
Marlatt Halls, respectively.

The grassy field behind 
President's Residence, located at 
the shared corner of Lovers Lane 
and N. Manhattan Avenue, was 
recently closed off in preparation 
for construction of the new Col- 
lege of Business Administration 
building.

GRANT R O B B I N S

GOLF 



Grant Robbins had his career lined up 
well at Memphis over the last 11 years. 
Not only was he coaching at his alma mater, but it 
was also his hometown. 

However, when a job with K-State men's golf 
opened up, Robbins said he couldn't help but to pay 
attention to the possibility of joining the program. 

"I had the unique opportunity to coach at my 
alma mater, which was a great opportunity and 
something not a whole lot of people get the chance 
to do," Robbins said. "I think was just at the point 
in my career where I was ready for a change, and 
ready for a new challenge. The opportunity here at 
K-State became open and with every thing going on 
- not just the golf program, but within the athletic 
department, and the university as a whole - it was a 
good chance for me to move." 

After coaching stops at UNC Wilmington and 
Memphis, Robbins replaces veteran coach Tim 
Norris, who recently completed his 17th season at 
K-State. 

From 1991-94, Robbins was a four-year letter- 
winner in the Memphis program and won all-con- 
ference honors during his final three seasons. He 
then spent three years on professional tours before 
pursuing a coaching career in 1997. 

Robbins spent two seasons at Penn State before 
taking the head-coaching job at UNC Wilmington 
in 1999. 

Despite leading UNC Wilmington to its first 
NCAA Regional appearance in 2003, Robbins' sus- 
tained his greatest head coaching success at Mem- 
phis. 

Five of his teams reached regional compe- 
tition, including a national championship berth in 



2012. He was also named Conference USA Coach 
of the Year in 2008 and 2012. 

Having never advanced past regional competi- 
tion, K-State men's golf has yet to establish itself in 
the national spotlight. With Robbins' roots in pro- 
gram development, a change in reputation could be 
in order. 

"It's a matter of instilling the right culture and 
getting the guys to buy into the right work ethic," 
Robbins said. "Then, you have to recruit good play- 
ers on top of that. It's a building process. If you 
build the proper foundation and start to get better 
every year, then you can hopefully compete for 
championships." 

Before focusing on NCAA competition, the 
Wildcats must establish themselves as contender in 
the Big 12. No team has every finished higher than 
third in the program's 80-year history. 

"I see K-State five years from now being a top 
25 type program, that can advance to the nation- 
al championship," Robbins said. "I think this is a 
program that should be in NCAA Regionals every 
year, and I think that when you have a program that 
is good enough to be in regionals every year, you 
have a program that is good enough to advance to 
nationals." 

While Robbins' goals are lofty, his plan is man- 
ageable. 

"Our first step is to get to where we're eligible 
for regionals every year," Robbins said. "Then the 
next step after that is get to a team that can advance 
to nationals, which is the top 30. Then, the next step 
is to get a team that can advance to the match play 
portion, which is the top eight. Once you get to that 
part, then you're competing for a national champi- 
onship - that's our ultimate goal. But, we have a 
ways to go; we have to focus on the process and 
make some strides to get better this year. But, that's 
where I see us in the future."

Throughout my college ca- 
reer, I have learned to loosen up 
and realize that every decision 
will not irrevocably alter the 
path of my life.

Some of 
the major stresses in an average 
student's life stem from the bal- 
ance between preparation for the 
"real" world and the enjoyment 
of the first few years living on 
their own. 

With that in mind, I can 
truly say that nothing I have 
done in college will have hurt 
my chances for a good life 
after I graduate. No matter how 
many nights we spend in front 
of blaring speakers, there will 
always be more we spent in front 
of laptop screens with textbooks 
in our laps. No matter how many 



times we think about cutting our 
last Friday lecture, we will spend 
almost every other afternoon in 
the classroom. We will attend 
happy hours and job fairs, form 
educated opinions and fantasy 
football teams, learn the balance 
between a good GPA and a good 
story. The following pieces of 
advice can keep you on the right 
track, without the fear of missing 
out. 

Know when you've gone 
too far. When you get too 
stressed out, the likelihood of 
messing up increases. You may 
forget an assignment, pay a bill 
late or offend a friend. While 
these stresses are small, they 
quickly add up to something 
larger. Purdue University's 
Student Wellness Office suggests 
seeking help for symptoms 
like excessive nightmares or 
daydreaming, frequent illnesses 
or headaches, and urges students 
to cry or disengage from others 
immediately when they're angry. 
You may need to reevaluate 
the amount of work you can 
handle, or reorganize your daily 
and weekly schedules if issues 
persist. 

Don't hurt yourself. There is 
a difference between the pain of 
sore feet from high-heeled shoes 
and the pain of a facial tattoo. 
Experiencing life to the fullest 




isn't about damaging yourself 
emotionally, physically or pro- 
fessionally. You have limits, just 
like everyone else. You should 
always try new and unpredict- 
able experiences, but only when 
you are using good judgment. 

Acknowledge how tough 
it is. The Holmes and Rahe 
Stress Scale is a point system 
of stressful events in a person's 
life - a score between 150-300 
indicates a 50 percent chance of 
a stress-related illness in the next

year. In compliance with scores 
from Holmes and Rahe's "Social 
Readjustment Rating Scale," 
a typical college student may 
experience a change in financial 
state (38 points), begin a phase 
of formal schooling (26 points), 
a major change in living situa- 
tion (25 points), major change 
in social activities (18 points) or 
eating habits (15 points). 

Combinations of these 
events can contribute to mental 
health breakdowns in college 



students. Any other events, such 
as the death of a close family 
member (63), a change in rec- 
reational activities, relationship 
troubles or personal illness could 
tip students into dangerous lev- 
els. It is important to remember 
that different experiences can 
affect individuals on varying lev- 
els and help is always available 
through the K-State Counseling 
Services. 

With the new year begin- 
ning, make a decision to become 



more aware of who you are. We 
are students, new professionals, 
young adults and sometimes a 
mess. We have a limited amount 
of time to spend in college. 
Using it wisely doesn't always 
mean getting an A, but it does 
mean keeping your own best 
interests in mind.

The Shame of Gaza 

Hundreds of innocents have died in Gaza.

Israel left Gaza completely in 2005, freeing the Palestinians to build an autonomous state there. Yet since then, 
the Hamas terror regime has instead chosen to use its resources to wage an unrelenting war against the Jewish 
state from military installations located in the midst of densely populated Arab residential areas.

What a 
shame that is. 

What's worse, since Hamas strong-armed the 
Palestinian Authority out of power in Gaza in 2007, 
the terror group began attacking Israel with a nearly 
continuous barrage of unsophisticated, but still 
deadly short-range rockets. Avowedly committed to 
destroying Israel, Hamas and other Gaza-based 
jihadis have since 2001 fired more than 15,000 
rockets at Israeli cities and kibbutzim. 

Israel responded in 2009 with a ground offensive 
in Gaza and in 2012 with intense shelling of Hamas 
military positions, most of them purposely located in 
Gaza's heavily populated urban areas. Israeli military 
responses did untold damage to Gaza's 
infrastructure, and led to short-term ceasefires by 
Hamas. Unfortunately, Israel's defensive responses 
also resulted in approximately fifteen hundred 
deaths, many of them Arab civilians living near 
Hamas military positions. What a shame that is. 

Recently Hamas has acquired longer-range, Syrian- 
produced missiles via Iran that are capable of 
reaching Tel Aviv, Ben Gurion International Airport 
and Jerusalem. In the first seven months of 2014, 
Hamas militants launched more than 3,500 such 
high-powered rockets, threatening 80% of Israel's 
population — and sending many of those six million 
people fleeing in terror to bomb shelters. 



By basing its military operations in 
urban centers, Hamas' intention seems 
precisely to allow its citizens to be killed blarne 
and injured for propaganda purposes, 



Thanks to Israel's Iron Dome missile defense 
system and the Palestinians' poor targeting 
capabilities, these attacks have yet to kill large 
numbers of Israelis. But it's not for lack of trying: 
Hamas aims to kill as many Jews as possible. 

What Is to Be Done? In 1945, during World War II, 
the United States bombed Dresden, Germany, and, a 

few months later, Hiroshima 

and Nagasaki, Japan, killing 
220,000 people, most of 
them civilians. Who was to 
for these tragic 
deaths? Was it the United 
States, which was 
responding defensively to 
two deadly enemies, or was it the leaders of Germany 
and Japan, who had sworn themselves to the 
enslavement and destruction of many nations, 
including our own? The U.S. believed it needed to 
demonstrate to Germany and Japan that unless they 
surrendered, their military, their infrastructure and, if 
necessary, their people would be decimated. 

Israel's situation today is even more dire than that 
of the U.S. in 1945. Israelis are being attacked daily 
by a Palestinian terrorist group sworn to the Jewish 
state's destruction and launching military offensives 
on Israeli civilians. This is an existential threat that 
no nation would or should tolerate. An implacable 
enemy like this must not merely be temporarily 
deterred, it must be defeated. 

We pray that few Arab civilians are harmed in 
Hamas' deadly adventure, but demands by the 
international community that the group move its 
military operations out of populated areas have been 
ignored for more than a decade. Indeed, by basing its 
military operations in urban centers, Hamas' 
intention seems precisely to allow its citizens to be 
killed and injured for propaganda purposes. Such use 
of human shields is, of course, a war crime. 

Above all, we pray that Hamas and other radical 
Arab groups give up their blood vendetta against 
Israel. One thing is clear: If tomorrow Hamas were to 
lay down its arms and declare peace with Israel, we 
would have peace immediately. But another thing is 
also clear: If tomorrow Israel were to lay down its 
arms and declare peace with Hamas, there would 
soon be no Israel. This is the ultimate shame. 



Contrary to some media reports, the conflict between Hamas and Israel is not a "cycle of violence, " nor does 
it require "mutual restraint. " Rather, Israel, a nation smaller than tiny El Salvador, surrounded by a sea of 
hostile Arab and Muslim nations, is responding logically to protect its citizens from an enemy directly on its 
border. What nation would not respond to such existential threats with definitive force meant to defeat this 
enemy?
